An  Act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  or  a Corporation  for  the 

DEVELOPMENT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  INFRASTRUCTURE  IN  THE  STATE  OF  OKJSSA. 

WheREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  special  provision  for  securing  the  orderly 
establishment  of  industries  in  industrial  areas  and  industrial  estates  in  the  State 
of  Orissa  and  to  assist  general^  in  the  Organisation  thereof,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose to  establish  an  Industrial  Infrastructure  Development  Corporation,  and  for 
purposes  connected  with  the  matters  aforesaid. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Orissa  in  the  Thirty 
first  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India,  as  follows  : — 


CHAPTER  I 
PRELIMINARY 

1-  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Orissa  Industrial  Infrastructure  Develop- 
ment Corporation  Act,  1980. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  State  of  Orissa. 

(5)  It  shall  come  into  force  at  once. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires  1 — 

(a)  " amenity  *’ 1 includes  road,  railway  siding,  air  strip,  ware  housing,  supply 
of  water  or  electricity*  street  lighting,  drainage,  sewerage,  conservancy 
and  such  other  convenience  as  the  State  Government  may,  by  notification 
specify  to  be  an  amenity  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  ; 

(6)  ‘‘Board1*  means  the  Board  of  the  Directors  of  the  Corporation  ; 

(c)  “building”  mean ; any  structure  or  erection,  or  part  of  a structure  or 

erection,  which  ifi  intended  to  be  used  for  residential,  industrial,  com- 
mercial or  other  purposes,  wJieth&i  in  actual  use  or  not  ; 

( d ) "Collector11  means  the  Collecior  of  a district,  and  includes  any  officer 
specially  empowered  by  the  State  Government  lo  perform  the  functions 
of  a Collector  under  this  Act  ; 

(e)  ^^CorporaLion,,  means  the  Orissa  Indn-trial  Infrastructure  Development 

Corporation  established  under  section  3 ; 

(/)  '‘development”  with  its  grammatical  variations,  means  the  carrying  out 
of  building  engineering,  quarrying  or  other  oPcraiions  in,  on,  over  or 
under  land  or  the  making  of  any  material  change  in  any  building  or  land, 
and  includes  re-development,  but  docs  not  include  mining  operations  ; 
/and^to  develop1*  shall  be  constructed  accordingly;

(g)  M engineering  operations*’  include  the  foimalion  ot  laying  out  of  meaoi 
of  access  to  a road,  mil  or  water  way  or  the  laying  out  of  means  q? 
water-supply,  power  supply,  and  communication  sysmtem  ; 

(A)  "industrial  area  11  means  any  area  declared  to  be  an  industrial  area  by 
the  State  Government  by  notification,  which  is  to  be  developed  and 
where  industries,  industrial  housing  and  related  services  are  to  be 
accommodated  ; 

(f)  "industrial  estate’’  means  any  site  selected  by  the  State  Government  where 
the  Corporation  builds  factories  and  other  buildings, services,  and  amenities 
.and  makes  them  available  for  any  industry  or  class  of  ^industries. ; 

(/)  ” means  of  access*1  includes  a road  or  any  means  of  access,  whether  private 
or  public,  for  vehicles  or  for  pedestrians  or  for  rail  or  for  water,  power 
or  communication  systems  ; 

( k ) "premises"  means  any  land  or  building  or  part  of  a building  and  includes — 

(/)  the  garden,  grounds  and  out-houses,  if  any,  appertaining  to  such 
building  or  part  of  a building  ; and 

(if)  any  fittings  affixed  to  such  building  or  part  of  a building  for  the 
more  beneficial  enjoyment  thereof  ; 

(/)  ‘‘prescribed”  means  prescribed  by  rales  made  under  this  Act  ; 

(m)  the  expression  ‘‘land"  and  the  expression  “person  interested"  shall  have 
the  meanings  respectively  assigned  to  them  under  section  3 of  the  Land 
Acquisition  Act,  1894.

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  THE  CORPORATION 

Eatibllih-  3*  ( 1 ) For  the  purpose  of  securing  and  assisting  in  the  rapid  and  orderly 

^ent  and  establishment  and  organisation  of  industries,  trade  and  commerce  in  industrial  areas  and 
Incorpora-  industrial  estates  in  the  State  of  Orissa,  there  shall  be  established  by  the  State 
nun.  Government,  by  notification,  a Corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Orissa  Industrial 

Infrastructure  Development  Corporation. 

(2)  The  Corporation  shall  be  a body  corporate  with  perpetual  succession  and 
a common  seal,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  itj  corporate  name,  and  shall  be 
competent  to  acquire,  hold  and  dispose  of  property,  both  movable  and  immovable 
and  to.  contract  and  do  all  things  necessary  for  ihe  purpose^  of  this  Act, 

Constitution  4.  (7)  The  general  superintendence,  direction  and  management  of  the  affairs 
of  Board  of  ^ n ^ business  of  the  Corporation  shall  vest  in  a Board  of  Director*,  which  with  the 
Directors.  assistance  of  an  Executive  Committee  and  a Managing  Director,  may  exercise  all 
the  powers  and  discharge  all  the  fuctions  which  may  be, exercised  or  discharged 
by  ths  Corporation. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  fifteen  Directors,  namely

7.  (7)  The  Board  shall  meet  at  such  times  ar,d  places,  and  shall,  subject  to 

the  provisions  of  sub-section  (.2),  observe  such  rules  of  procedure  in  regard  to  the 
transaction  of  its  business  as  may  be  provided  by  regulations  made  under  tjiis  Act.

Government -or  is  otherwise  unable  to  attend  to  his  duties  in  circum- 
stances not  involving  the  cessation  of  his  Directorship,  the  State  Government  may 
appoint  the  Managing  Director  or  any  other .

^on*  ( 2 ) The  Board  may  appoint  such  other  officers  and  servants,  subordinate 

to  the  Managing  Director,  as  it  considers  necessary  for  the  efficient  perfor- 
mance of  its  duties  and  functions. 

(7)  The  conditions  of  appointment  and  service  of  the  officers  and  servants 
and  their  scales  of  pay  shall — 

(a)  as  regards  the  Managing  Director,  be  such  as  may  be  prescride  ; and 

(b)  as  regards  the  other  officers  and  servants,  be  such  as  may  be  determined 
by  regulations  made  under  this  Act. 

(4)  If  the  Managing  Director  of  the  Corporation  is  temporarily  absent  or 
rendered  incapable  of  performing  his  duties  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  not  involving 
the  vacation  of  his  office,  the  State  Government  may,  after  consulation  with  the 
Board,  appoint  another  person  to  act  in  his  place  during  his  absence.

FUNCTIONS  AND  POWERS  OF  THE  CORPORATION 

14.  The  functions  of  the  Corporation  shall  be: — 

(0  generally  to  promote  and  assist  in  the  rapid  and  orderly  establishment,  growth 
and  development  of  industries,  trade  and  commerce  in  the  State,  and 

(i ii ) in  particular  and  without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  clause  (i)  to — 

(a)  establish  and  manage  industrial  estates  at  places  notified  by  the  State 
Government; 

(b)  develop  industrial  areas  notified  by  the  State  Government  for  the  purpose 
and  make  them  available  for  undertakings  to  establish  themselves; 

(c)  undertake  schemes  or  works,  either  jointly  with  other  corporate  bodies 

or  institutions,  or  with  Government  or  local  authorities,  or  on  an 
agency  basis,  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes  for  which  the  Corporation 
is  established  and  all  matters  connected  therewith; 

(d)  provide  or  cause  to  be  provided  amenities  and  common  facilities  in 

industrial  estates  and  industrial  areas  and  construct  and  maintain  or 
cause  to  be  maintained  works  and  buildings  thereof; 


(e)  make  available  buildings  on  hire  or  sale  to  industrialists  or  persons 
intending  to  start  industrial  undertakings; 

( f ) construct  buildings  for  the  housing  of  the  employees  of  such  industries 

and  employees  of  the  Corporation. 

General  15.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Corporation  shall  have  power — 

powers  of  the 

Cciporatkin,  (a)  to  acquire  and  hold  &uch  property,  both  movable  and  immovable,  as  the 

Corporation  may  dam  necessary  for  thr  performance  of  any  its  activities, 
and  to  lease,  sell,  exchange  or  otherwise  transfer  any  property  held  by 
it  on  such  conditions  as  may  be  darned  proper. by  the  Corporation.

(c)  to  allot  plots,  factory  sheds  or  buildings  or  part  of  buildings,  including 
residential  tcncmcnts,  to  suitable  persons  in  the  . industrial  estates  established, 
or  developed  by  the  Corporation; 

(dj  to  modify  or  resciQd  such  allotments,  including  the  right  and  power  btp 
evict  the  allottees  concerned  on  breach  of  any  . of  the  terms  or  conditions 
of  the  allotment;  r . 

(e)  to  constitute  advisory  committees  to  advice  the  Corporation; 

(f)  to  engage  suitable  consultants  or  persons’  having  special  knowledge  or 

skill  to  assist  the  Corporation  in  the  performance  of  its  functions 

(g)  to  enter  into  and  perform  all  such  contracts  as  it  may  consider  necessary  or 
expe  dient  for  carrying  out  any  of  its  functions;  and 

(A)  to  do  such  other  things  and  perform  such  acts  as  it  may  think  necessary 
or  expedient  for  the  proper  conduct  of  its  functions  and  the  carrying 
into  effect  the, purposes  of  this  Act. 

16.  A U permissions,  orders,  decisions,  notices  , and  other  documents  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  authenticated  by  the  signature  of  the  Chief  Excutive  Officer 
of  the  Corporation- 


17.  Notwithstanding,  anything  contained  in  any  contract  or  any  law  for  thetini0 
being  in  force,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  to  levy  development  cost,  fee3 
or  service  charges  to  cover  its  expenses  on  construction  and  maintenance  of  roads, 
drainge,  water-^u^ply  and  sich  other  services  and  amenities  as  may  be  provided 
by  it  including  provision  of  street  lighting,  at  such  rates  as  may  be  prescribed  from 
time  to  time  and  such  cost,  fees  and  charges  may  be  levied  oh  the  plot  holders  or  other 
persons  receiving  benefit  of  the  services  or  amenities. 

r 18.  The  State  Government  may  issue  to  the  Corporation  such  general  or  special 
directions  as  to  policy  as  it  may  think  necessary  or  expedient  for  carrying  out  tho 
purposes  oTthis  Act,  and  the  Corporation  shall  be  bound  to  Follow  and  act  upon 
such  directions. 

CHAPTER  Iv 

FINANCE,  ACCOUNTS  AND  AUDIT 

19.  All  property,  fund  and  ,other  assets  vesting  in  the  Corporation  shall  be 
held  and  applied  by  it,  subject  to  the  provisions  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act, 

20,  The  Corporation  - shall  have  and  maintain  its  own  tund,  to  which  shall 
be  credited— 

(a)  all  amounts  received  by  the  Corporation  from  the  State  Government  by 
way  of  grants,  subventions,  loans,  advances  or  otherwise; 

(h)  all  fees,  costs  and  charges  received  by  the  Corporation  under  this  Act; 

(<? ) all  amount  received  by  the  Corporation  from  the  disposal  of  lands  buildings 
and  other  properties  movable  and  immovable  and  other  transactions; 

(d)  all  amounts  received  by  the  Corporation  by  way  of  rents  and  profits  or 
in  any  other  manner  or  from  any  other  source; 

(*)  all  amounts  received  by  the  Corporation  from  Government  undertakings, 
Companies,  Financial  Institutions,  Commercial  Banks  or  from  any  other 
source. 
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Grants,  21.  The  State  Government  may  after  due  appropriation  made  by  the  State 

subventions,  Legislature  by  law  in  this  behilft,  make  such  grants,  subventions,  loans  and  advances 
advances^  to  Corporation  as1  i’tf-  may  deem 'necessary  for  the  petformance  of  the  functions 
theV Coipora-  of  the  Corporation  under  this  Act;  and  all  grants,  subventions,  loans  and  advances 
tion.  made  shall  be  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  State  Government  may 

after  consulting  the  Corporation  determine. 

Power  of  22'  (/)  The  Corporation  may,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  previous  sanction 

Corporation  of  the  State  Government  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  to  such 
co  bonow  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  in  this  behalf,  borrow  any  sum  required  for  the 
fiS&L  Proses  of  this  Act.  . . 

(2)  Rules  made  by  the  State  Government' for  the  purposes  of  this  section, 
may  empower  the  Corporation  to  borrow  by  the  issue  of  bonds  or  stock  or  otherwise.

payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  loan  proposed  to  be  raised  by  the 
Corporation  or  of  either  the  principal  or  the  interest:

23.  The  Corporation  may  accept  deposits  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it 
epofiis,  deems  fit  from  persons,  authorities  or  institutions,  to  whom  allotment  or  sale  of 
land,  buildings  orsheds  is  made  or  is  likely  to' be  made  in  furtherance  of  the  objects 
of  this  Act. 

Reserve  d ^4-  W The  Corporation  shall  make  provision  for  such  reserve  and  other  specially 
other  fund?0  denominated  funds  as  the  State  Government  may  from  time  to  time,  direct. 

(2)  The  management  of  the  funds  referred  to  in  sub-section  (1),  the  sums 
to  be  transferred  from  time  co  time  to  the  credit  thereof  and  the  application  of  money 
comprised  therein  shall  be  determined  by  the  Corporation. 

(3)  None  of  the  funds  referred  to  in  sub-section  (1)  shall  be  utilised  for  any 

purpose  other  than  that  for  which  it  was  constituted  without  the  previous  approval 
of  the  State  Government.  ' / 

25.  CO  The  Corporation  shall  have  the  authority  to  spend  such  sums  as  it 
fromfoncj^  thinks  fit  for  the  purposes  authorised  under  this  Act  from  out  of  the  general  fund 
of  the  Corporation  referred  to  in  section  20  or  from  the  reserve  and  other  funds 
referred  to  in  section  24,  as  the  ease  may  be.
